REPORT 


[To accompany S. 1110] 


The Committeo on Armcd Services, to whom was rcferred the bili 
(S. 1110) to authorize the appointmcnt of a Deputy Director of 
Central Intolligence, having considerod the same, report favorably 
thereon with an amondment and rccommend that the bill as amendod 
do pass. 

The amondment is as follows: 

Strike out all after the cnacting clause and insert in licu thereof 
the following: 

That subsections (a) and (b) of soction 102 of the National Security Act of 1947, 
as amended, is amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 102. (a) There is hereby established under the National Security Councit 
a Central Intelligence Agency with a Director of Central Intelligence who shall 
be tho head thereof, and with a Deputy Director of Central Intelligence who sliall 
act for, and exercise the powers of, the Director during his abscnce or disability. 
The Director and the Deputy Director shall be appointed by the Presidont, by, 
and with the advice and consont of the Sonatę, from among the commissiońed, 
officers of the armed services, whether in an activc or retired status, or from among 
individuałs in civilian life : Provided, however, That at no time shall the two position! 
of tho Director and Deputy Director be occupied simultaneously by commissiońed 
officers of the armed services, whether in an active or retired status. 

“(b) (1) If a commissiońed officer of the armed sorvices is appointed as 
Director, of Deputy Director, then— 

“(A) in the performance of his cluties as Director, or Deputy Director, hie 
shall be subjcct to no supervision, control, restriction, or prohibit.ion (military 
or otherwise) other than would be operative with respect to him if he were a 
civilian in no way connected with tho Department of the Army, the Depart- 
ment of the Navy, the Department of tho Air Forco, or tho armed servicęs. 
or any component thereof ; and 

“(B) he shall not possess or exercisc any supervision, control, powers, or 
functions (other than such as he possesses, or is authorized or directed to 
exercise, as Director, or Deputy Director) with respect to the armed services

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or any component thercof, the Department of the Army, the Department of 
the Navy, or tho Department of the Air Force, or any branch, bureau, unit, 
or d.ivision thereof, or witii respeet to any of the personnel (military or 
eivilian) of any of the foregoing. 

“(2) Except as provided in paragraph (1), the appoiritment to the office of 
Dircetor, or Deputy Director, of a eommissioncd officer of the armed services, 
and his acceptance of and service in such Office, shall in no way affect any status, 
office, rank, or grade he may occupy or liold in the armed scrvices, or any emol- 
ument, porąuisite, right, priviloge, or benefit ineident to or arising out of any such 
status, office, rank, or grade. Any such commissioned officer shall, while serving 
in the office of Director, or Deputy Direotor, continue to hołd rank and grade 
not lower than that in which serving at the time of his appointment and to receive 
the military pay and allowances (active or retired, as the case may be, including 
personal money allowanco) payable to a, eommissioncd officer of his grade and 
length of service for which the appropriate department shall be reimbursed from 
any funds available to defray the cxpenses of the Central Intelligenco Agency. 
He also shall be paid by the Central Intelligence Agency from such funds an 
annual compensation at a rato equal to the amount by which the compensation 
established for such position exceeds the amount of his annual military pay and 
allowances. 

“ (3) The rank or grade of any such coirimissioned officer shall, during the period 
in which such commissioned officer occupies the office of Director of Central 
Intelligence, or Deputy Director of Central Intelligence, be in addition to the 
numbers and percentagos otherwise authorized and appropriated for the armed 
service of which he is a membor.” 

Amend tlie title to read as follows : 

A bill to amend the National Security Act of 1947 to authorize the appointment 
of a Deputy Director of Central Intelligenco, and for other purposes. 

Tho purposc of the proposed legislation is to authorize the appoint- 
meit of a Deputy Director of the Central Intelligence Agency. 

Section 102 of the National Security Act establishos the Central 
Intelligence Agency and authorizes the appointment of a Director 
by the Prcsident, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate. 
The Director may be a civilian or a commissioned officer. 

There is no existing provision of law ostablishing a Deputy Director 
with statutory authority to act for the Director or to perform such 
functions as the Director may assign to him. 

Thus, the proposed law would create the office of a Deputy Director 
of the Central Intelligence Agency and authorize the President to 
appoint a Deputy Director, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, from among civilians or commissioned offieers, similar to the 
basie law with respeet to the Director. 

Although Deputy Directors have been appointed under the 
authority of the Executive Pay Act of 1949, there is no provision of law 
which would permit a commissioned officer or retired officer to be 
appointed to this position. As a matter of fact, existing law prohibits 
the appointment of an Army or Air Force officer to any office, efective 
or appointive, unless the officer vacates his commission (10 U. S. C. A. 
576). 

Up until the appointment of the present Director, Mr. Allen Dulles, 
the Director of the Central Intelligenco Agency has always been a 
military officer; the Deputy Director has been a civilian sińce 1950. 

The Central Intelligence Agency is most desirous of obtaining 
legislation of this naturę in order that a Deputy Director may be 
appointed . 

It is the intention of the Prcsident, to appoint an Air Force lieutenant 
generał to this position as soon as the law is enactod. 
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It should be notod tbat the proposed legislation contains adeąuate 
proyisions designed to free a military officer appointed as Deputy 
Director from suporvision or control from higher echelons and from 
responsibility for, or direction of lower echelons, in the Military 
Establishment whilo scrving in the position of Deputy Director. In 
the case of a military officer appointed as Deputy Director proyision 
is madę to protect all rights and privileges arising out of his military 
officc. A cominissioned officer of the Armcd Forccs scrving as 
Director or Deputy Director would continue to receive the pay and 
allowances to which an officer of his grade and length of scrvice is 
ontitled, for which the appropriate military department would be 
reimbursed from funds avadable to the Central Intelligonce Agency. 

In the event that the military pay and allowances of the officer were 
less than the rato established for the position of Director or Deputy 
Director, the officer would be paid, by the Central Intelligonce Agency, 
compensation equal to the amount by which the salary established for 
the office exceeds his military pay and allowances. Prescnt law 
authorizes tliis for the Director, but does not reąuire the Central In- 
telligonce Agency to reimburse the military department from which 
the officer receivcs his military pay. 

The proposed legislation also permits the appointment of a retired 
officer to the office of Director or Deputy Director, similar to existing 
law with reforonce to the Director. 

Existing law also contains the same protcction and restrictions on a 
military officer serving as Director. 

The only change from existing law with respect to pay for the 
Deputy Director as comparcd to the law now applicable to the Director 
and Deputy Director is that part of the proposed legislation which 
provides that the Director or Deputy Director, if oither is a military 
man, shall be paid by the military department, but -the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency will reimburse the military departments. 

The proposed legislation will not permit an officer to dra w the fuli 
pay of the statutory office and the pay and allowances of his military 
grade. The commissionod officer occupying the office of Director or 
Deputy Director may only draw from the Agency itself the difference 
between the pay of the office, and his military pay, should the pay of 
the office exceed his military pay. 

EXPLANATION OF COMMITTEE AMENDMENT 

The Committee on Armed Services is of the opinion that any pro- 
posed legislation which affccts the basie law with respect to the Central 
Intelligence Agency should be in the naturo of an amendment to that 
basie law. Thus the committee amendment amonds the National 
Security Act which created the Central Intelligence Agency. 

The bill S. 1110, as passe! by the Senate, would havc permitted the 
Deputy Director, if a military officer, to bo — • 

in addition to the number and percentagos otherwise authorized and apprópriatcd 
for the armed ,service of which he is a member. 

Because there were no limitations on the numbers of officors occupying 
specific grad os in the Armed Forces when the National Security Act 
was passed in 1947 there was no languago authorizing the Director if 
a commissioned officer to bo — • 

in addition to the numbers and percentagos otherwise authorized and appro- 
priated fpr the armed service of which he is a member — 
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provided in that act. The committóe feels that the law should be 
ldentical for the Direetor and Deputy Dircctor in this respect. Thus 
the bill, as amended by the committee, pennits both the Direetor, or 
the Deputy Direetor, to be — 

in addition to the numbers and percentagcs otherwUe authoriz:>d and appropriated 
for the armed service of which he is a me tnbor— • 

if the Direetor or Deputy Direetor is a commissioned officer. As a 
result, the law will then be consistent with respect to the Direetor and 
Deputy Direetor. 

Since the Committee on Armed Services is now conducting extensive 
hearings on the ąuestion of the number of high-ranking officers now 
serving on active duty in our Armed Forces, the committee examined 
this proposed proyision of law very carefully and came to the con- 
clusion that it was fully justifiod. The proposed legislation, if 
enacted, reąuires the Agency to reimburse the armed service of which 
the Direetor or Deputy Direetor is a member. Thus, in the event 
that either the Direetor or Deputy Direetor is a commissioned officer, 
no additionał funds for the military department concerned will be 
involved if that armed service is permitted to adyance another officer 
to the rank held by the officer paid as the Direetor or Deputy Direetor. 
Neverthcless, the proposed legislation will permit one service to have 
on active duty one additionał officer in a high grade over and above 
that now or hereafter authorized by law. 

But it should be noted that no service will benefit, directly, by 
having one of its officers appointed as Direetor or Deputy Direetor. 

In fach, it is obvious that any service which is called upon to supply 
the Direetor or Deputy Direetor will operate undor a handicap unless 
it is permitted to adyance another officer to the grade previously 
occupied by the newly appointed Direetor or Deputy Direetor. 

The Committee on Armed Serviees feels that the office of Direetor 
or Deputy Direetor is important to the Nation as a whole. The 
óccupancy of the office of Direetor or Deputy Direetor by an officer 
of the Armed Forces should not operate so as to penalize the service 
which furnishes the officer, for it should be remembered that any 
military officer so designated will be appointed by the President, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senato. It would be unfair 
to tlie seryice called upon to furnish the officer to have charged 
against it the officer grade held by the Direetor or Deputy Direetor. 

It- should be further noted that the Senate bill would have resulted 
in the possible appointment of two military persons to the positions 
of Direetor and Deputy Direetor. 'Elie Committee on Armed Services, 
in its amendment to the bill, precludes the possibility of military 
officers simultaneously occupying the positions of Direetor and Deputy 
Direetor. The committee feels that at all times either the Direetor 
or Deputy Direetor should be a civilian and that at no time should it 
b e Possible for both offices to be occupied by military personnel. 

Under cxisting law, the Direetor, as a commissioned officer, is paid 
by his military seryice and the Agency does not reimburse the military 
department. EToweyer, the Senate bill would have reąuired the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency to reimburse tlie military department in tlie 
eyent that ^ a commissioned officer was appointed as the Deputy 
Direetor. This would have resulted in an inconsistency with respect 
to the positions of Direetor and Deputy Direetor. Thus, the com- 
mittee amendment would amend the basie law so as to reąuire the 
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Agcncy to reimburse tho military dcpartment for the pay and allow- 
ances paid to tlić commissionod officer whether he be tho Director or 
tho Deputy Director. 

It should bo further noted that the committoe amendment removes 
from the basie law the language dealing with the salary of tho Director 
sińce the Executivc Pay Act of 1949 providcs for the present pay not 
only of the Director but also of tlić Deputy Director. 

It is of interest to noto that the Executive Pay Act of 1949 has been 
held by some to create a statutory ofhce of tho position of Deputy 
Director. The doubt created by this interpretation neccssitatcs the 
enaetment of the proposed legislation. Prior to 1949 it had been 
possiblc to designate a military man as a Deputy Director without 
yiolatmg the provision of law which prohibits the appointment of a 
commissionod officer to an elective or appointivc ofhce. 

The Committeo on Armed Services unanimously recommends the 
enaetment of the proposed legislation as amended by the committeo. 
No additional cost to the Government is involved. The Bureau of 
the Bndget in its letter to the chairman of the Sonato Armed Services 
Committoe indicated that tliere was no objection to the proposed bill 
in the form in which it was originally introducod. In addition, the 
Bureau of the Budget has also indicated that thero is no objection to 
that part of tho proposed legislation which pormits an officer appointed 
as Deputy Director to be an additional number in grade. The com- 
mittoe hais also been informally advised that thero is no objection to 
the committeo amendment which permits eithor the Director and 
Deputy Director to be — 

in addition to the numbers and pcrcentages otherwise authorized and appropriated 
for the armed service of which he is a member — 

if the Director or Deputy Director is a commissioned officer. 

The two letters to the Sonatę Armed Services Committoe are 
attached and hereby madę a part of this report.

Dear Mr. Chairman: There is forwarded herowith a draft of legislation to 
authorize the Prcsident to appoint a Deputy Director of Central Intelligence from 
among individuals in private life or commissionod officers of the armed services. 

Up to the present the office of the Director of Central Intelligence has been 
held by commissioned officers of the armed services, as was authorized _by law. 
No such authority exists for the position of tho deputy. This proposed legislation, 
therefore, would permit the appointment of such an officer and would insofar as 
possible free him from the outside control which would normally apply to an 
officer of the armed services and from any command functions except as may 
pertain to the office of Deputy Director.

Dear Mr. Chairman: I refer to your reąuost for the viows of the Department 
of Defense on S. 1110, a bill to authorizc the appointment of a Dcputy Direetor 
of Central Intelligence. The Secretary of Defense has assignod to tlie Depart- 
ment of the Air Force responsibility for providing your committee with a report 
on this legislation on bchalf of the Department of Defense. 

The purpose of S. 1110 is to authorizc the Prcsident to appoint a Deputy 
Direetor of Central Intelligcnce from among individuals in ciyilian life or com- 
missioned officers of the armed seryices. It contams provisions pertaining to the 
ratę of compensation which the indiyidual appointed to such position shall receiye, 
and protects the military status, rights, priyileges, and benefits of commissioned 
officers of the armed seryices appointed to such position. 

In the interest of national security, the Department of Defense is in accord 
with proyiding statutory authority to facilitate the appointment of a commis- 
sioned officer of the armed seryices to this important position. It is believed 
that such a proyision of law will facilitate selection and appointment of the most 
highly ąualified men available. It is desired to point out, howeyer, that in its 
present form the bill would adversely affect the armed seryice of which the 
appointee is a member. 

When a commissioned officer is appoint, ed to fili the position to be established 
by the bill, the duties and responsibilities which he is discharging at the time of 
his appointment iriust be assumed by another officer. There is no change in the 
mission and requircments of the armed seryice of which he is a member and which 
form the basis for the officer ranks and grades authorized and appropriated for 
that armed seryice. Allocation of one of these ranks or grades to a position out- 
side of the Department of Defense and to which no consideration was given at 
the time authorizations were madę would not appear to be sound practice. It is, 
therefore, recommended that a ncw section be added following section 4, to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 5. The rank or grade of any such commissioned officer shall be in addition 
to the numbers and percentages otherwise authorized and appropriated for the 
armed seryice of which he is a member.” 

Incorporation of the above language would not have the effcct of authorizing 
an additional rank or grade for the armed seryice concerned sińce the numbers of 
such ranks or grades available for utilization by that armed seryice in discharging 
its assigned inissions and responsibilities would remain unchanged. 

Enaetment of this proposed legislation will not result in the expenditure of any 
additional funds by the Department of Defense. 

This report has been coordinatcd among the departments and boards of the 
Department of Defense in accordancc with procedures prescribed by the Secretary 
of Defense. 


The Bureau of the Budget has advised that there is no objeetion to the submis- 


sion of this report.

(2) lixcept as providcd in paragraph (1), the appointmcnt to the officc of 
Director, or Deputy Director , of a commissioned officer of the armed scrvices, and 
his acceptance of and service in such officc, shall in no way affect any status, 
office, rank, or gradc he may occupy or hołd in the armed scrviccs, or any emolu- 
ment, perąuisite, right, pririlcge, or benefit incidcnt to or arising out of any such 
status, officc, rank, or grade. Any such commissioned officer shall, while sorying 
in the officc of Director, or Deputy Director, continue to hołd rank and grade not 
lower than that in which serning at the time of his appointment and to rcccr e the 
military pay and allowances (activo or retired, as the case may be, including 
personal money allowance) payable to a commissioned officer of his grade and 
length of scrvice for which the appropriate department shall be reimbursed from 
any funds .aoaildble to defray the ezpenses of the Central Intelligence Aoency [and]. 

He also shall be paid by the Central Intelligence Agency from [any] such funds 
[available to defrav the expcnses of the Agency,] an annual compensation at a 
ratę eąual to the amount by which [$16,000] the compensation established for such 
posilion excceds the amount of his annual military pay and allowances.

(3) The rank or grade of any such commissioned officer shall, during the period in 
which such commissioned officer occupies the office of Director of Central Intelligence, 
or Deputy Director of Central Intelligence, be in addition to the numbers and per- 
centages otherwise authorized and approprialed for the armed seroice of which he is a 
member.

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EXPLANATION OF THE BILL 

Beasons why the legislaiion is desirable

Dear Mb. Chairman: I refer to your reąuest for the views of the Department 
of Defense on S. 1110, a bill to authorizc the appointment of a Deputy Director 
of Central Intelligence. The Secretary of Defense has assignod to the Depart- 
ment of the Air Force responsibility for proyiding your committee with a report 
on this legislation on behalf of the Department of Defense. 

The purpose of S. 1110 is to authorizc the President to appoint a Deputy 
Director of Central Intelligence from among indiyiduals in civilian life or com- 
missioned officers of the armed services. It contains proyisions pertaining to the 
ratę of compensation which the indiyidual appointed to sucb position shall reccive, 
and protects the military status, rights, privilcges, and benefits of commissioned 
officers Of the armed seryices appointed to such position. _ _ 

In the interest of national security, the Department of Defense is m accord 
with providing st.atutory authority to facilitate the appointment of a commis- 
sioned officer of the armed serviees to this important position. It is believed 
that such a provision of law will facilitate sclection and appointment of the most 
highly ąualified men available. It is desired to point out, however, that in its 
present form the bill would adversoly affect the armed service of which the 

appointee is a member. ± 

When a commissioned officer is appointed to fili the position to be established 
by the bill, the dutics and responsibilities which he is discharging at the time of 
his appointment must be assumed by another officer. There is no change in the 
mission and recpiirements of the armed scrvice of which he is a member and which 
form the basis for the officer ranks and grades autliorized and appropriated for 
that armed scrvice. Allocation of one of theso ranks or grades to a position out- 
side of the Department of Defense and to which no consideration was given at 
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the time authorizations were madę would not appear to be sound practice. It is, 
therefore, recommended that a new section be added following seetion 4, to read 
as follows: 

“Sec. 5. The rank or grade of any such commissioned officer shall be in addition 
to the numbers and percentages otherwise authorized and appropriated for the 
armed service of which he is a member.” 

Incorporation of the above language would not have the effect of authorizing 
an addilional rank or grade for the arrnod service concerned sińce the numbers of 
such ranks or grades available for utilization by that armed service in discharging 
its assigned missions and responsibilities would remain unchanged. 

Enactment of this proposed lcgislation will not result in the expenditure of any 
additional funds by the Department of Defense. 

This report has been coordinated among the departments and boards of the 
Department of Defense in accordance with proeedures prescribed by the Secretary 
of Defense. 

The Bureau of the Budget has advised that there is no objection to the submis- 
sion of this report.
